MjSCCW SUBWAY STATION PLANH5D — Vechernyaya Moskva, No 148, 23 Jun 49 

M, Zelenin and I... Pavlov, designers of the plan for the Serpukhovskaya 
Station of the Moscow Subway, have written the following description of the 
station. 

Tt© vestibule cf the station is part of a eever-stoiy housing structure 
which will be built on Serpukhovskaya Sqxiars, The large hall of the vestibule 

have a flat caisson celliz^ reinforced by steel girders. Escalators will 
be Installea in the center of this hall. Ticket windows and booths will line 
the side walls. The interior wails of the vestibule will be half lined with 
..bite anrble, and the exterior front walls of the buildir»g will be o^ ll^t- 
colored limestone, ftisBongers will enter the station by escalators. The passage- 
ways from the center hall 'to the s^deG will load through hit^ arches c'lpported 
by pillars. Lesser, decorative arches have been built into the pillars^ The 
same arrangsment of t-lterrjale large and small arches has been repeated on the 
side walls. Granite floors will be la.id in the center hall and In the passage- 
wayo.
